Aavantage withthe Enemy in the flees to Cienfuegos, Which Place Can Be 


Made Almost Impregnable if Spanish Cruisers and Torpedo 
Boats Are Stationed There. 


. Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.]— 
All plans for the military occupation of Cuba 
have been entirely upset by the develop- 
ments of the last twenty-four hours, and 
from now on the country wiil be treated to 
reports of one of the most remarkable games 
of hide and seek ever played in the naval 
history of the world. 

Official reports received at the Navy de- 
partment today show that the fours Spanish 
armored cruisers, the Vizcaya, Almirante 
Oquendo, Cristobal Colon, and Infanta Maria 


Terror, Furor, and Pluton, sailed yesteraay 
from the French island of Martinique bound 
In a northwesterly direction. * 

San Juan, the capital of the “Island of 
Puerto Rico, has been heavily bombarded, 
and this news was probably known to the 
Bpaniards before they left Martinique. 
Sampson's departure for Puerto Rico, and 
especially his delay to bombard the batteries 
there, prevented him from coming up with 
the Spaniards. 

A more serious complication is the fact 
that the blockading fleet now off Havara has 
been reduced to such proportion as to render 
it at least possible, if not probable, that the 
Spaniards may.run the blockade and rein- 
force the city with the eight heavy guns of 
their ships, and the added strength of the 
torpedo boats. To prevent this orders were 
rushed to Admiral Sampson to turn back im- 
mediately toward the north coast of Cuba, 
and to enteavor, if he possibly.can, to reach 
the Windward Passage before the Spaniards 
can get there. 


Schley to Head Them Off. 

At the same time Commodore Schley, in 
command of the flying squadron at Old Point 
Comfort, was instfucted to take his ships 
almcst due south, heading direct for Cape 


as he left promptly today the chances are 
that-he will. get there before Sampson, who 


for some little time. 

From Hampton Roads to the eastern ex- 
tremity of Cuba is about 1,000 miles, and it 
is about the same distance from Martinique. 
If the Spanish ships go at their top speed 
they would be able to double Cape Maisi 
ahead of Schley, who would be delayed by 
his battleships and forced to make the run 
at their speed, which, in the case of the 
Texas, is less than eighteen knots an hour 
and for the Massachusetts only sixteen 
knots, while the Spanish cruisers are all 
twenty-knot ships. Admiral Schiey’s fast 
ships, the Minneapolis Brooklyn, ere 
superior to the Spaniards in speed, but are 
inferior in armament,, so they would not 
_ dare to get out of supporting distance of the 
two battleships. 

Admiral Sampson's fleet, even ift starts 
promptly from Puerto Rico, will have difi- 
culty in overhauling the Spaniards before 
they reach Cuba, because the two big mon- 
itors are unwieldy beasts, with a nominal 
speed of only ten knots an hour, and few sea- 
going qualities. ‘It will be seen therefore 
that there is ample ground for the grave 
apprehensions felt in the Navy department 
a@s to the operations of the Spanish flotilla. 
The four cruisers and three torpedo destroy- 
ers, unless there is something radically , 
wrong in their management, could outsail 
@ny armored ship in the United States navy 
and show their heels to the overpoweri 
force which Schley and Sampson might 
bring against them. 

There is some fear among navy people that 
when the Spaniards left Martinique yester- 
Gay they would sail west by north and pass 
between Jamaica and Hayti, double Cape 
Maisi, and get to Havana, whose blockad- 
ing fleet has now been reduced by the de- 
tdchment of Sampson's squadron which did 
such brilfant work yesterday at Puerto 
Rico. There is one thing the Spaniards can 
do beyond all question, and that is to make 
@ dive direct for the south coast of Cuba, 
and if they do that.they willbe in safety 
before our ships can possibly reach them. 


Opinion of Strategists. 


Naval strategists have about come to the 
conclusion that the Spanidrds are headed 
either for Santiago de Cuba or for Cien- 
fuegos. The latter port is nearly fn the cen- 
ter of the island, on the south, coast, in the 
Province of Santa Clara, and it has railroad 
communications with Sagua la Grande, Ma- 
tanzas, and Havana. The port has been 
blockaded by two or three small gunboats, 
which would hardly be a mouthful for the 
four big Spanish cruisers, and accordingly 
dispatches have been sent tonight, to be for- 
warded by fast steamer from Key West, di- 
recting. the blockading fleet on the south 
coast of the island to be ready to abandon 
the blockade on word being brought to them 
that the Spaniards are headed their way. 

The result of this would be to break the 
Diockade established by the President's 
proclamation, and thus justify the Spaniards 
in publishing the fact te the world, as show- 
ing their superjority’ over the American 
navy. It is freely admitted at the Navy de- 
partment that if the Spaniards head direct 
for Ctenfuexos they can undoubtedly get 
there before our ships can head them off, 
as they could passe the south of both Hayt! 
and Jamaica, _ have clear sailing to their 
home fort. 

The harbor of Cienfuegos is a rernarkable. 
one. It is‘@ large bay, which is entered by 
® narrow channe!, not a quarter of a mile 
wide, but with an abundance of deep water, 
except at a couple of points in the two miles 
of the narrow entrence, which can be passed 
only at high tide.

Naturally, Cienfuegos is much more de- 
fensible than Havana, for at the Cuban 
capital the city itself is directly under the 
guns of the hostile fleet, while Cienfuegos 
with its population of over 60,000, is so far 
tack,from the coast that it could be captured 
only from the interior, and with this port in 
their possession the Spaniards might easily 


| prolong the’ war after the fall of Havana. 


The city is a modern one and one of' the 
richest and most beautiful in the island. 
There are already plenty of soldiers there 
and more could easily be sent from Havana 
or other points in the Provinces of Santa 
Clara, Matanzas, Havana, and Pinar del 
Rio. 

It has also been estimated that the Span- 
ish fleet may make its headquarters at 
Santiago de Cuba, whieh is on the south 
coast near the extreme eastern end of the 
island. There is also a remarkable land- 


trance and the same facilities for defense 
against a superior fleet which exists at 
Cienfuegos. . 8 

The harbor entrance is not: only narrow 
and deep, but is commanded by iofty 
mountains and hills, and the entrance itself 
is cut up with deep bays and channels in 
which the torpedo boats could operate to 
perfection. The City of Santiago is several 
miles from the coast, and Spain already has 
there upwards of 10,000 regular soldiers, hav- 
ing recently withdrawn many of her troops 
from the interior.

TO MURDER FITZHUGH LEE. 


Alleged Spanish Plot to Assassinate the 
Former Consul General — 
to Cuba. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 13.-—[Special.]—A 
story of an alleged Spanish plot to assas- 
sinate General Fitzhugh Lee ‘has been the 
cause of some correspondence between the 
War department and the regular army re- 
cruiting station in this city. 

On Saturday last a reputable Philadelphia 
merchant, whose name is withheld at his 
request, called at the recruiting agency and 
told the officer in charge that a Spanish 
workman in his employ had confessed to him 
that a plot had been formed to kill speneral 
Fitzhugh Lee. 

According to the man’s story the con- 
spiracy originated in New York amony 
Spaniards, who contended that Genera] Lee 
was largely responsible for the war with 
Spain, because he had, while Consul Gen- 
eral at Havana, persistently misrepresented 
the condition of affairs in Cuba, and had thus 
aroused the animosity of the American 
people against Spain. 

The Philadelphia Spaniard at first joined 
in the plot, but subsequently weakened from 
the fear that he might be chosen to assas- 
-sinate Lee. He said to his employer that he 
hrad turned informer because he had rather 
be called a coward and a traitor by his as- 
soclates than be a murderer.

CITY OF BOSTON IS FEARED. 


from Fort Warren Owing to the Alleged Presence of Spanish 
War Vessels, and Defense Preparations Are Made. 


Boston, Mass., May 13.—(Special.)—Orders were received at Fort 
Warren this morning from the War department to remove all women 
and children at once from the fort to a place of safety in case of bom- 
bardment. Thereupon the wives and children of officers and men were 
hurried to Boston. 

_ Officials of high rank at the navy yard place conthniaie cre- 
dence in the rumors that a part at least of the enemy’s fleet is not far 
‘distant from this coast. Their reasons for this belief appear to be well 
founded, because of private advices that have ween received at the yard 
within the twenty-four hours, 

Their suspicions that something of a grave nature may be learned 
soon are strengthened by the fact that today the United States cruiser 
Columbia and the ram Katahdin hurriedly left the port, sailing under 
sealed orders for parts unknown. While it is admitted that vessels 
generally sail under sealed orders, the hasty departure of these boats 
makes naval people suspicious when other facts that are known are taken 
into consideration. 

Until last night there was no intention of setting the Colum- 
bia from this port before Saturday, as it was known it could not get a 
full supply of coal before that time. Immediately after secret orders 
were received at the yard, about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, there 
was a display of increased activity, and it was apparent that the Colum- 
bia was being made ready to sail at daylight today, which it did. 

It was intended that the ram Katahdin should stay at this port 
some time longer, as its repairs had not been completed, but notwith- 
standing that fact it quietly slipped its anchors shortly before 11 o’clock 
this morning and steamed out of harbor. The United States cruiser 
San Francisco is still lying in the stream, but men at work on the coal 
lighters are hurrying their work, and it is barely possible that as soon 
as the bunkers have received enough coal to last fora ead length of 
time it also will leave the harbor.

SAYS SAN JUAN SURRENDERS. 


Dispatch to the London Evening News 
Says Sampson Holds the Puerto 
Rican Capital. 


London, May 13.—The Evening News this 
afternoon publishes a dispatch from St. 
Thomas, Danish West Indies, saying San 
Juan de Puerto Rico surrendered at 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening. 

The dispatch adds that immense damage 
was done to the city and that a number of 
important buildings collapsed. 

The Iowa and Detroit, according to this 
dispatch, fired 430 shots with terrible effect. 

In conclusion the dispatch to the Evening 

News says the Americans did not attempt 
to take “possession of or destroy the town 
beyond razing the fortifications. 
, All the American warships, the dispatch 
to the Evening News from St. Thomas fur- 
ther says, except the Montgomery, steamed 
in elliptical formation before the forts at 
San Juan de Puerto Rico, which fired twen- 
ty to thirty guns, seven of which were good 
guns. The fleet first fired too low, but at 
the second discharge they got the elevation 
and soon silenced Morro Castle and set fire 
to the town, driving the Spaniards from 
their guns repeatedly. 3 

The shore guns fired hundreds of shots. 
The New York was hit once and a seaman 
was killed and four were wounded. The 
Iowa was hit once and two men were slightly

Iowa Hit Eight Times.

The broadsides from the Iowa and Indiana 
rumbled in the hills ashore for five minutes 
after they were delivered. Clouds of dust 
showed where the shells struck, but the 
smoke hung Over everything. The shells 
screeching dverhead and dropping around 
showed that the Spaniards &till stuck to 
their guns. 

At 3 o'clock in the morning all hands were 
called on the Iowa, a few final touches in 
clearing ship were made, and at 5 “ gen- 
eral quarters’’ sounded. The men were 
eager for the fight. 

The tug Wampatuck went ahead and 
anchored its small boat to the westward, 
showing teh fathoms, but there was not a 
sign of life from the fort, which stood 
boldly against the sky on the eastern hills 
hiding the town. 

The Detroit steamed far to the eastward 
opposite Valtern. The Iowa headed straight 
for the shore. Suddenly its helm flew over, 
bringing the starboard battery to bear on 
the fortifications, | 


When the Battle Begins. 

At 5:16 a. m. the Iowa's forward 12-inch 
guns thundered out at the sleeping hills, and 
for fourteen minutes they poured starboard 
broadsides on the coast. Meanwhile the In- 
diana, the New York, and other ships re- 
peated the dose from the rear. The Iowa 
turned and came back to the Wampatuck’s 
boat and again led the‘column, the forts re- 
plying fiercely, concentrating on the De- | 
troit, which was about 700 yards away, all 
the batteries On the eastward arm of the 
harbor. Thrice the column pagsed froin the 
entrance of the harbor to the éxtreme east- | 
ward battery. 

Utter indifference was shown for the 
enemy’s fire. The wounded were quickly 

attended, the blood was washed away, and 
everything proceeded like target practice. 

At 7:45 a. m, Admiral Sampson signaled 
“Cease firing.” “ Retire” was sounded on 
the Iowa and it headed from the shore. 

The Terror was the last ship in the !ine, 
and, failing to see the Signal, banged away 
alone for about half an hour, the concert of 
shore guns roaring at it and the water flying 
high around it from the exploding shells. 
But it possessed a charmed life and reluct- 
antly retired at 8:15. 

As at Matanzas, the same unsatisfactory 
conditions, the smoke and the distance pre- 
‘vented any important conclusicns being 
drawn. The Town of San Juan must have 
suffered, although protected by the hills, 
‘as the high shots must have reached it. No 
traces of the bombardment were discernible 
on the forts except small fires, which were 
apparently extinguished before the fleet left.

St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, via Fort 
‘de France, Martinique, 
right, 1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—Additional 
facts concerning the bombardment of San 
j Juan, Puerto Rico, show that the firing con- 
‘tinued for three hours, after which Admiral 
Sampson said: 
“**T am satisfied with the morning’s work. 
I could have taken San Juan, but had no 
force to hold it. I merely wished to punish 
. the Spaniards, and render the port unavail- 
able as a refuge for the Spanish fleet. I 
came to destroy that fleet and not to take 
‘San Juan.” 

The man killed by the fire from the forts 
was Frank Widemark, a seaman on the 
flagship New York. A gunner’s mate on the 
Amphitrite died during the action from pros- 
tration caused by the extreme heat and ex- 
eitement. 
| As for ‘the ships, they are practically as 
good as they were when they went into 
action. The shot which smashed the lowa’s 
boat flattened against an inch armor plate, 
and the fire in the boat was soon extin- 
guished. Further than this it escaped 
with a damaged bridge railing and a2 bat- 
tered exhaust pipe, though eight shots 
struck the vessel. 

The New York was even less bothered, a 
few holes in its funnels and venfilators be- 
ing the only visible marks. The shell which 
- Injured the four men scattered its fragments 
near Admiral Sampson, who had made the 
Iowa his flagship for the action and who 
stood on the bridge with Captain Evans. 

The Iowa, Indiana, New York, Terror, and 
Amphitrite went close under the fortifica- 
tions after the armed tug Wampatuck had 
piloted the way and made soundings. 

The Detroit and Montgomery soon drew 
out of the line of battle, their guns being too 
small for effective work against fortifica- 
. tions. 

Three times the great fighting ships swung 
past Morro and the batteries, roaring outa 
continuous fire. Whenever the dense smoke 


| would lift great gaps could be seen in the 


gray walls of Morro, while from the batteries 
men could be seen scurrying in haste.

Spain Unable to Furnish War Vessels 
to Protect the Transport Ships 
Ordered to Manila.

W. R. Hearst.]—The reserve fleet at Cadiz 
is being slowly prepared for service. Ad- 
miral Camara has assumed command, with 
Captain Hediger as his **‘ Major General,”’ 
as the Spaniards style him—an active officer 
who has shaken up all the old officials in the 
San Fernandoarsenal.  . 
The tough Admiral Churruca, also lately 
appointed to a local command, has told Cap- 
tain Hediger and Admiral Camara that it is 
useless to try to make them hurry up. Ma- 
rines and sailors have been assembled in 
greater numbers than wanted for the vessels 
ready, from political motives and in order to 
make it appear tothe people that the govern- 
ment is preparing to take revenge for the 
The Madrid authorities have asked the 
naval officials at Cadiz what vessels of war 
can be made ready soon to protect transports 
carrying 6,000 men to Manila. General Cor- 
rea, the War Minister, has seven battalions 
and four batteries ready, all armed, 
equipped, and officered, and large steam- 
ship companies undertook to provide the 
eight ships required. But the naval author- 
ities report that it will be impossible to get 
war vessels ready quickly. They say the 
battleship Pelayo is not fit for an expedition 
to the far East, and, besides that, it is 
needed more for the reserve squadron at 
home. 
For the same reasons they obfect to part- 
ing with the Emperador Carlos V., Car- 
denal Cisneros, and Alfonso XII., first-rate 
cruisers. Moreover, they don’t think the 
second and third class cruisers here which 
are available—three in all—would he enough 
to protect the expedition from the forces 
Admiral Dewey will have at his disposal by 
the time Spanish reinforcements could reach 
Manila. 

The torpedo boat destroyers—three here at 
Cadiz and two at Ferrol—they want to keep 
for the defense of the coasts, together with 
the torpedo vessels and’the old ironclads 
Numancia and Vitoria, lately repaired and

DETAILS OF THE ENGAGEMENT.

Qn Board the Dispatch Boat Triton, via 
Key West, Fla., May 13.—[Copyright, 1898, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.J—The American troops have 
fought their first fight on Cuban soil, and 
they have won. seed 

There were not many of them landed from 
the transport Gussie for the initial conflict, 
but they went into the fight with a will and 
there was no question as to the result. 
This ‘is the first encounter of American 
troops with a foreign force on its own ground 
in many a year, and it proves conclusively 
their bravery. The Spanish war is now on, 
both by land and sea. The landing party 
that stood on Cuban soil this morning ghot 
to kill and it shot well. The Spaniards left 
three of their dead hghind them, which is 
unusual and shows the haste with which 
they were compelled to abandon the posi- 
tion they had occupied. 

‘The Americans lost not a man and not one 
of the landing force was seriously wounded. 
In its little way this attack upon the Spanish 
‘ was as completely successful as Commodore 
Dewey's asgault upon Manila. 

The best proof of the good’ showing made 
by the bluecoats is the fact that they were 


| taken utterly by surprise, but stood thelr 


ground like veterans, although many of 
them were smelling powder for the first time 
in their lives. : 

Tha fight occurred on the shore of the 
harbor of Cabanas. It has been arranged to 
send couriers to the Cuban leaders to convey 
plans proposed by the American Generals. 
It was most important that the dispatches 
should reach their destination, and a spe- 
cial force was selected to protect the couriers 
until they were placed in safety on Cuban 
soil. 


Dotted with Spanish Troops. 

It was known before starting from Key 
West that the whole north coast of Cuba 
was dotted with the Spanish forces. In 
small companies they could be found any- 


; where, and it was possible for them to con- 


“ecentrate a large force at short notice. From 
the City of Havana to Cabanas, in the. 
Province of Pinar del Rio, there is not a 
stone ruin or cave that is not the rendez- 
vous of from two to three ndred of the 
Spanish infantry. The shore line is guard- 
ed from end to end and it is almost an im- 
possibility for a vessel to approach the 
coast without being discovered. 

The landing of couriers or small forces 
or even considerable amounts of ammuni- 
tion can therefore best be done at night. 

Such was the plan of Captain Dorst, who 
was in command of the present expedition. 
He is commander of Company E of the 
First United States Infantry, and he had 
his own men with him. The couriers and 
troops were carried by the transport Gus- 
sie. This is a venerable sidewheeler of 
Mississippi River glory. It did not reach 
Key West until 5 p. m. yesterday, although 
it was expected it would get there much 
sooner, and Captain Dorst had arranged 
to leave Key West not later than 6 p. m. 

There were other mistakes in the arrange- 
| ments, and it was 9 p. m. before a start was 
finally made. 

The fine armed revenue cutter Manning 
led the expedition. It went ahead with only 
a stern light showing forthe guidance of the 
Gussie, which was towed out of the harbor 
by the dispatch boat Triton. 

Not. another vessel was near and not anoth- 
er was permitted by the regulations to leave 
the harbor. It was all done in the quiet and 
darkness of night. 

The troops of the Gussie were exceedingly 
happy. They were thoroughly tired of rail- 
roading across the continent and the doleful 
camping at Tampa. To their minds any 
change was acceptable. Those blueccoats 
are all Westerners, and they chafe under the 
restraint of camp life. They were glad they

‘Lost in the Darkness. 


But it was not happy weather. In less 
than an hour after the start had been made 
the rain began to fall. It came down in 
sheets, and it was impossible to see more 
than a cable’s length ahead. The Manning 
disappeared in the darkness, and Captain 
| Dorst hailed the Triton to carry to the 

Manning the announcement of a change in

The Manning’s storm light could not be 
seen, and it was impossible to do anything 
but steam back to the Gussie with its anx- 
fous commander. He heard the word, and 
the answer came ringing back, “ All right. 
Take your course. We'll go ahead on ours.” 
It was 9:20 a. m. when the north coast of 
Cuba was reached. me 

The Manning was now again sighted, hav- 
ing laid to in wait for her convoy. It 
steamed to a position abeam the Gussie, and 
then they turned westward toward the port 
| cf Cabanas, with the Triton in close com- 

pany. 

The lookouts on the Triton were the first 
to sight Spanish troops on the shore, and 
the information was promptly conveyed to 
the Manning. Its crew went to quarters 
with the agility of acrobats. , 


The guns were shotted, but there were no 
orders to fire, although there could be plain- 
ly seen the head of a Spanish column emerg- 
j ing upon a yellow road leading from the 
brush down to the beach. The gunners 
waited. The Captain could not be sure 
whether the soldiery were hostile Spanish 
or friendly Cubans. The vessels drew near- 
er the shore and then it was easy to dis- 
tinguish the light blue uniforms and straw 
hats that mark the Spaniards from the Cu- 
bans In their mud-colored dress. Still, it

It was 11 a. m. when the Manning and 
Gussie passed Mariel, the head of Weylers 
famous trocha. Just west of this harbor the 
coast hills rise high, and it was easy with 
glasses to distinguish bodies of cavalry 
moving along their edge. | : 


First Shot at the Enemy. 


Twenty minttes later the Gussie slowed 
up off a strip of sand that seemed a likely 
place to put the couriers ashore ani send 
their horses swimming after them. The 
Gussie and Manning steamed-in toward the 
shore. In’ plain sight were four Spanish 
cavalry scouts, and the guns were trained 
on them. There was a discharge and the 
scouts hurried back into the bush. They 
were armed with Mauser rifles and the ships 
were well within their range, but the Span- 
ish aim was bad, and no bioedshed fol- 
lowed their fire, It was the first small-arm 
episode of the present war, and it formed a 
tiny prelude to the heavier skirmish that 
was soon to follow. 

Those on board the Gussie had made prep- 
arations for disembarking, but these were 
stopped as soon as the firing began. The 
Cuban couriers had no desire to land in a 
nest of their enemies, and Captain Dorst 
agreed that they were right. He gave orders 
for further steaming westward, and no stop 
was then made until Punta Fria, the har- 
bor entrance of Cabanas, was reached. This 
was the landing-place that had been first 
selected. 

It was about 1 p. m. when the lookouts 
sighted a large, stone-walled, roofless sugar 
mill, that was seen to be jammed and 
fringed by the inevitable men in the blue 
cleth and straw hats. 

The Captain of the Manning signaled: 
“Shall I shell them?” 

Captain Dorst responded: ‘ With pleas- 
ure.”’ 

The gun crews on the Manning had been at 
quarters for nearly three hours, and they 
were restless. In fact, they have not had 
their guns long, and they wanted a chance 
to use them. 

Their first shots were unsteady, and ap- 
parently did no damage. There were no 
dust jets from the stone masonry, but it was 
seen that the Spanish troops deemed it best 
to evacuate. 

When Punta Fria was reached the veteran 
Cuban coast pilot Blanco cautiously dropped 
the unwieldy Gussie inshore until it lay 300 
yards from the beach. The brush back of 
the sand was so dense that it was impos- 
sible to find an opening in it with glasses. 
‘In front of the brush there was a coral reef 
with long rollers breaking over it. In the 
distance to the south lay the misty Gober- 
nado hills, to which the Cuban couriers were 
bound. To the southeast, two miles away, 
was the Town of Cabanas, filled with Span- 
ish troops. There was danger everywhere. 


Rifle Fire from Shore. 


The Gussie’s anchor was dropped over- 
board and it seemed to be the signal for 
firing from the shore. From the eastern end 
of the harbor entrance, possibly 2,000 yards 
away, there came a heavy rifle fire. The 
weapons again were Mausers and the ships 
were in range, but not a bullet struck the 
Gussie. Occasionally there were heavier 
discharges, as if from the old style guns, 
but it was impossible to make cut any 
forces, 

One of the Gussie’s long boats was low- 
ered, no one paying any attention to the 
firing. Six soldier oarsmen and a soldier 
coxswain made the crew. | . 

No one knows where these California 
fighters learned to row, but they do it well. 

Captain Dorst was. short of boats, and he 
requested the Triton to help putting the 
couriers on shore. There were two of them 
with a guide. Captain Donator Soto, who 
was formerly with Maceo, is in charge of 
the expedition, and with him is his secretary, 
Antonio Maria Canas; Their guide is Pa- 
dron, They carry the latest official news of 
the war and instructions for the future to 
General Pedro Diaz, who commands the in- 
gpa forces in the Province of Pinar del 

0. 

There were hushed moments while the 
boats were tumbling through the surf to the 
‘shore. On the deck of the Gussie were men 
with rifles pointed to the brush back of the 
beach. Captain Pfister stood ready to com- 
mand them to fire. Lieutenant Tracy was 
haif way up the shrouds. peering down upon 
the tangled undergrowth. But not a Span- 
lard was to be seen. 7 

The long boats reached the shore and the 
couriers jumped out upon the beach. 
blue coats followed them, the first men to 
land on the first fighting day between Amer- 
ican and Spanish soldiers. | 


Spaniards in Ambush. 


About a hundred yards down the beach 
there was a small clump of trees, back of 
which the brush was dense. It looked to be 
@ good lurking place for expectant Spanish 
soldiers, and it was. They were in safe am- 
bush and watched the Americans land. 

A second boatload started from the Gussie 
and quickly made the beach. In all there 
were twenty American soldiers on Cuban 
ground., Some of the men started forward 
to beat the bush in true Indjan fashion. 
They had scarcely reached the jungle ween 
there came the sharp crack of Mausers, fol- 
lowed by a quick whistling of bullets. 

It was just 2:50 p. m. and the fight was on. 
The men on the GusSie poured a steady fire 
into the trees and shrubbery. The Spanish 
fire became hotter but none the less wild. 
Bullets whizzed everywhere. Those on the 
Gussie thought there must be a whole col- 
umn of Spaniards in the ambush. The 
Americans who had gone forward to scout 
could not be seen. In five minutes they came 
tumbling back upon the beach. The firing 
was incessant. Captain Dorst tried to sig- 
nal for the Manning and the auxiliary yacht 
Wasp to come and shell the Spanish position, 
but there was a delay. The men on the 
beach kept up their fire, although it looked 

as if they were opposed by at least 400. 

Finally the Manning got into range and 
opened fire. At first the shells burst half a 
mile beyond the Spanish position, but this 
was s500Nn corrected and the deadly projectiles 
struck Where they were directed, 

Captain Pfister's marksmen on the deck 
of the Gussie shot magnificently, and in less 
than ten minutes the Spanish fire ceased. 
They had been driven from their stronghold. 


Blue Coats in Close Quarters. 


The men on shore under command of Cap- 
tain O’Donnell had meantime been having 
a hot time, notwithstanding the protection 
they received from the fire from the ships. 
The Captain had placed his men well. About 
fifty yards inland from the point where the 
second boatload landed lived a fisherman. 
He was also a charcoal burner, and in a small 
clear'ng in front of his cabin had completed 
an excavation for a new kiln. 

It made a splendid rifle pit, and Captain 
O'Donnell posted most of his men here. 
Their steady fire did much towards driying 
the Spaniards from their position. 

When the enemy's firing ceased scouts 
were sent fo to make sure that the 
Spaniards had retired. It. was discovered 
that they had moved further Inland tow 
their block houses, 

The dead they left behind were a Idcu- 


dered a recall and went ashore In person to 
superintend the re®mbarkation. The cour- 
iers mounted, shook hands, and” galloped 
down the beach on their perilous journey to 
the Gobernado hills. They had borne them- 
selves well in the encounter. It was now 
5 p. m. The troops had fought and scram- 
bled through the jungle and all were wet 
by landing in the surf. They were glad to 
get back to the ship.

Madrid, May 13.—The chief event in the 
Cortes today was the questioning by Sefior 
Bores, who held a high post in the Philip- 
pines for two years, about the new risings at 
Panas, Cebu, and Manila, as to which he 
gave evidence drawn from the statements 
of passengers recently arrived and from pri- 
vate letters received at Madrid. 

Lieutenant General Correa, Minister of 
War, contended in reply that the risings rose 
from American incitements. 

Sefior Bores pointed out in answer that he 
referred to those which began early ir. April, 
before there was any idea of war with the 
United States. 

The main point in Sefior Bores’ statement, 
however, was the terrible condition of the 
Spanish troops at Manila between the double 
fire of the Americans and the natives. This 
made a great sensation. . 

Sefior Molinas, Deputy for Puerto Rico, 
protested against the bombardment of San 
Juan without notice as an infringement of 
international usage. 

- To this General Correa replied that the 
conduct of the Americans was “‘ vandalism,” | 
and that the government “ will bring their 
outrageous action under the notice of the 
powers.”” 

He echoed Sefior Molinas’ eulogy of the 
bravery of the Spanish troops and marines 
and promised that the government would 
send its thanks. In the Senate similar ob- 
servations were made. 


POWERS MAY TAKE A HAND. 


Italy’s Minister of Foreign Affairs Says. 
Russia and Austria Have Sug- 
gested Intervention. 


[SPECIAL CARLE.) 
Rome, May 13.—[{Capyright, 1898, by W. R. 
Hearst. ]—I called on Visconti Venosta, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, after his confer- 
ence with King Humbert about the Czar’s 
proposal for joint mediation of the triple 
alliance and Russia to end the war between 
the United States and Spain. 

The Minister admitted to me that two 
propositions for intervention had been made 
to the Italian government, one by the Czar 


The Visconti declared that he believed it use-.

He added that notwithstanding this the 
European governments had authorized their 
Ambassadors at Madrid and Washington to 
see if diplomatic intervention was possible 
at the present time. 

The Minister expressed surprise that the 
American press continues to attribute to 
Italy an unfriendly attitude towards the 
United States. He said to me: 

** Show me a single fact which can justify 
such an opinion. We have prevented the 
sale.of the cruiser Garibaldi to Spain. We 
have induced Spain to revoke the decree 
making sulphur contraband. and we have 
permitted no volunteers to leave Italy. If 
any one could complain it would be Spain— 
never the United States.”’.

those sections of the West where Hungari- 
Slavonians live in large numbers. 
These people save their earnings and ex- 
change the sAmerican money for Austro- 
Hungarian currency, and then either hoard 
it or send it to their native land. Some of 
the spurious notes have been traced to Aus- 
tro-Hungary. 
The counterfeits are made by the photo- 
engraving process, and so well are they 
executed that even the Austro-Hungarian 
Consul in this city was unable to detect 
their difference from the genuine notes until 
some slight discrepancy was pointed out to 
him.

The Treasury is authorized 
to issue in advance of the coinage of the 
seigniorage silver certificates of similar de- 
sign to those in clreulation in sums not ex- 
ceeding the seigniorage as it may be needed 
for war expensés. 

In addition to this the Treasury is author- 
ized to issue on the cregit of the United 
States legal tender notes to the amount of 
$150,000,000 in addition to the $346,000,000 
now outstanding or so much as may be 
needed for defraying expenses of the war. 
These are to be payable, redeemable, and re- 
issuable according to the law of 1878. | 

The Republican minority of this commit- 
tee reported an amendment, which will 
probably be adopted by the Senate, which 
authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue from time to time certificates of in- 
debtedness of the denomination of $50 and 
its multiples, not to exceed $100,000,000, bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest, payable within one 
year. These are to be offered, wherever 
practicable, at popular subscription. At 
least $50.000,000 of these certificates are to 
be issued before any bonds provided tor can 
be sold. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is further 
authorized to sell coupon or registered bonds 
to the amount of $800,000,000, in denomina- 
tions of $25 and its multuples, at 3 per cent 
interest, redeemable in coin at the pleasure 
of the United States ten years after issue 
and payable twenty years after issue. These 
bonds are also to be issued first as a popu- 
lar loan, to give the citizens of thi4 country 
an opportunity to participate in the sub- 
scription of this loan.

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, Ill., May 13.—[Special. ]—Four thousand 
two hundred and seventy-eight men, United 
States volunteers, sleep. on their arms at 
Camp Tanner tonight, ready and waiting 
for the command “ forward.” The Third 
and Fifth Regiments leave for Chickamauga 
at daybreak, and the First and Sixth are in 
readiness to move at an hour’s notice. 

Early this morning Colonels Bennitt and 
Culver, commanding the Third and Fifth 
Regiments respectively, received orders 
from Adjutant General Corbin, U. 8. A., to 
be in readiness by noon to move, and at 6 
o’clock the official notice was received from 
the War department ordering the two reg- 
iments to board the special train at day- 
break. The Illinols Central and the Alton 
will have trains in readiness on the sidings 
near Camp Tanner at midnight. The first 
section, carrying the first battalion of the 
Third Regiment, will pull out at 4:15, and at 


‘intervals of fifteen minutes the other sec- 


tions, nine in all, will steam away from 
Camp Tanner, carrying the first of the IIli- 
nois troops to the front. : 
All Camp Tanner will be awake when the 
first section leaves, and such a sendoff as 
will be given the troops will probably sel- 
dom be witnessed again in Illinois. All the 
bands in camp will be out, 5,000 officers and 
men will cheer each section as it moves 
away, and the battery will fire a salute. 
It is expected that Governor Tanner and

As Colonel Turner and 
his staff answered ‘‘ We solemnly swear”

London, May 14.—A dispatch to the Daily 
News from Milan by way of Chiassa, Swit- 
zerland, says: 

““ The soldiers declare that during the riots 
in the Rue Garibaldi a sharp rifle fire was 
directed at them from behind the blinds of 
the windows. They immediately lined up 
and fired at the windows and crowd, an

Many Children Killed. | 
A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Lugano, 


. Switzerland, dated Friday, says: 


“At Potedera, in Tuscany, the riots were 
serious. The commander of the troops or- 
dered eight trumpet signals before he gave 
the word to fire. The effect then was of the 
deadliest character. Those who were fore- 


most in the crowd could not move and re- 


ceived the charge in full. 

“Then men. fired who never thought of 
firing before. Revolvers were used in sheer 
despair. One frantic woman advanced with 
a pistol, pushed aside the soldiers’ rifles, 
pressed her weapon against the breast of a 
soldier, and shot him dead. His comrades 
ran their bayonets through her body and 
one shot her through the head. Among the 
dead were five children under 13 days.” 

The correspondent of the Daily News at 
Naples, telegraphing on Friday, says: 

“ Rioting was renewed today. The troops 
fired upon the rioters, who tried to build 
barricades, and were pursued by the sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets toward the rail- 
way station, where four cannon were walit- 
ing. 

“The prisoners in the jail, at hearing the 
agitation, mutinied, necessitating the sol- 
diers to restore order, which was not ac- 
complished without a serious conflict both 
inside and outside, the women especially be- 
ing stubborn even in the face of repeated 
bayonet charges. Several were wounded 
and one has since died in the hospital.”’

SCHLEY AND SAMPSON TO JOIN. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.]— 
The entire military and naval policy of the 
administration in respect to Cuba and Puerto 
Rico has been materially altered by the 
events of the last twenty-four hours. The 
invasion of Cuba by the army has been in- 
definitely postponed; orders have been pre- 
pared by the Adjutant General which may 
have the effect of withdrawing all troops 
from Tampa, whence a great many of them 
were sent today and yesterday from Chick- 
amauga. There will be no attempt to occupy 
Puerto Rico with the military for some time 
at least. The North Atlantic fleet may re- 
turn toward our shores and the flying squad- 
ron has left Hampton Roads for the South. 
This is the situation tonight, created by the 
unexpected appearance of the Spanish fleet 
at Martinique and its undoubted departure 
toward the west. 

There are circumstances surrounding the 
arrival of the fleet at Martinique and its 
departure from that port which may lead to 
diplomatic treatment of the subject with 
the government at Paris. The State depart- 
ment officials say that our diplomatic reme- 
sentative at Martinique did not advise them 
of the presence of the fleet, but ft Is believed 
that the information, together with other 
important facts, reached Washington in a 
cipher cablegram, filed at Martinique, from 
Captain C. 8. Cotton of the Harvard, which 
was at that port at the time. A French 
cable was. aceéssible to Captain Cotton or. 
thé diplomatié representative, and there is 
reason to suppose that the French‘author- 
ities delayed the transmission of the mes- 
sage. Whether this was accidentally or pur- 
pcesely done,of. course,is not known, but there 
are indications which justify a suspicion, 
and which, as already stated, may lead to 
formal complaint to the French government. 
Whatever may have been the delay in send- 
ing the cablegram, the effect has been to give 
the enemy about twenty-four hours’ ad- 
vantage fn its journey toward the West. It 
is believed the fleet coaled,at Martinique, 
which it was permitted to do under the 
neutrality regulations, which enable the 
ships of a‘belligerent to take on sufficient 
coal to make the nearest home port. This. 
would give ‘abundant fuel to make the port 
of Santiago de Cuba or Cienfuegos, on the 
southern coast of.Cuba. At both ports Spain 
maintains what naval officers classify asa 
first-class coaling ‘station, and there have 
been recent acquisitions to the supply of 
ship's fuet already at those ports. This 
circumstance is important just at this 
juncture, since it affords the enemy a base

Problems for the War Board. 

The most important topic discussed tn a 
long while by the Naval War board was 
taken up this morning when it was known 
that the enemy was almost in Cuban waiers. 
Naval experts differ in their theories as to 
the purpose of the enemy. Few of them be- 
lieve that the Oregon and Marietta are the 
objects of attack. Most of the officers be- ; 
lieve the Spanish vesgels will proceed im- 
mediately to Havana.. Some of them, how- 
ever, are of the opinion that the ships will 
proceed through the Windward Passages to 
the north in the vicinity of Puerto Rico, 
where they will immediately engage the 
vessels under Admiral Sampson. Most . 
naval officers, however, regard any such 
policy as one which it would be foolish for 
the enemy to adopt. Should the vessels of 
the Spanish fleet go into Havana harbor 
they will have a well-stocked base of supplies 
and will be within the protection of their 
land fortifications. Their torpedo boats and 
torvedo boat chasers will be able to sally 
forth under cover of the night and harass 
and destroy the vessels from the North At- 
lantic squadron. It will require the utmost 
vigilance on the part of the officers and men 
of our ships in order to avoid the conse- 
quences of this action. 

Whatever the Spanish commanders have 
in view naval officials cannot rid themse!ves 
of the apprehersion which must be immedi- 
ately felt for,the few smaller warships now 
along the southern coast of Cuba engaged 
on the blockade of Santiago and Cienfuegos. 
The vessels which have been assigned to this 
duty have not been announced from the 
Navy department, but it is believed they are 
the Castine under Commander R. M. Berry, 
the Eagle under Lieutenant W. H. H. South- 


Helm, and possibly the Nashville under 
Commander Washburn Maynard, and. the 
Helena under Commander W. T. Swinburne. 
_ These vessels offer no protection against 
so formidable a fleet of the enemy. and 
any resistance on their part against the 
Spanish squadron would undoubtedly re- 
sult in their destruction. It is understood 
that a warning has been sent these vessels 
by dispatch boats which left Key West to- 
night and which may recall these ships from 
the blockading duty along the southern coast 
of Cuba. This will have the effect of a par- 
tial victory for the Spaniards, in that vnder 
the circumstances they will be able to break 
that section of our blockade, but the Navak 
War board is evidently of the opinion that 
it is better to make this passing concession

‘Sampson to Turn Back. 


If word can be gotten to Admiral Sampson 
of the direction ‘in which the enemy is pro- 
ceeding, there is no doubt the North Atlantic 
fleet will turn back to Cuban waters and 
prepare to engage in the vicinity ®f Havana 
if need be, these ships of the enemy.

Army Plans Are Changed. 


The approach of the enemy by sea has 
served to change the plans of war operations 
on land. It is doubtful if a large force of 
volunteer troops is concentrated at Tampa. 
Indeed, orders were sent out today to various 
States directing the troops which it was 
originally intended to send to gulf ports to 
proceed to Chickamauga or Washington, 
and now that some of the volunteers have 
beén ordered to San Francisco it is believed 
there will be accommodations at Chicka- 
mauga for nearly all of the volunteer force. 
In the meantime there is a possibility that 
the regulars at Tampa will be ordered away” 
from that point, either to Chattanooga or 
Chickamauga. It is the recommendation of 
the military authorities that this action be 
taken if the Cuban invasion is not an imme- 
diate expedition, 

This withdrawal of troops from Tampa is 
not the result of any fear of damage which 
may be wrought by the enemy, but because 
of the hygienic conditions prevailing at 
Tampa. The army medical officers have 
strongly urged that the troops be kept in 
camp at sonmie interior point where there is 
less likelihood of epidemic than there is at 
Tampa. The bulk of the regulars is at thag 
place. ' The total force there includes four- 
teen batteries of artillery, sixteen regiments 
of infantry, and five regiments of cavalry. 
Many of these have moved from Chicka- 
mauga within the last twenty-four hours, 
and within .another twelve hours there 
should be at Tampa the following troops:

E and K, Second Artillery; C and 
F, Third Artillery; B and F, Fourth Artil- 
lery; B and F, Fifth Artillery; and Heavy 
Batteries G and H, Fourth Artillery, and 
K and M, Fifth Artillery. There are but 
three regiments at New Orleans—the Fifth 
Cavalry and the Eighteenth and Twenty- 
third Infantry. .At Mobile there are the 
Second Cavalry, the Third and Eleventh and 
‘Nineteenth and Twentieth Infantry.

SPEECH VIGOROUSLY APPLAUDED, 


London, May 13. h Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, made 
an important speech on public affairs at 
Birmingham this evening. 

Mr. Chamberlain, after 
constant assertions in certain quarters that 
Lord Salisbury was “ discredited’ and the 
government “ weak and vacillating,” said: 

“If foreign countries believe and act upon 
those statements they will find themselves 
much mistaken, and that courteous diplo= 
macy and graceful concessions are not in- 
compatible with a firm maintenance of the 
country’s honor and interests.” 

He then declared that he intended to make 
‘a “plain statement of facts, unfettered by 
he mysteries and reticencies of the diplo- 
macy of half a century ago, which, without : 
revealing secret negotiations, should be 
understanded of the people.’ 

Mr. Chamberlain said he would accept the 
judgment of the people as willingly as that 
of the wisest diplomatist in the world. Re- 
ferring to’ the policy of strict isolation that 
England has pursued since the Crimean war, 
he remarked that this had been “ perfectly 


| justifiable,” but, he added, “the time had 


arrived when Great Britain may be con- 
fronted by a combination of powers and our 
first duty, therefore, is to draw all parts of 
the empire into closé unity, and our next 
to maintain the bonds-of permanent unity 
with our kinsmen across the Atlantic.” 
Cheers interrupted the speaker at thig 
point. 
“There is a powerful 
tion,’”’ said Mr. Chamberlain, “ speaking our 
language, bred of our race, and having in-

over an Anglo-Saxon alliance.”

‘It is one of the most satisfactory results 
of Lord Salisbury’s policy,” continued the 
speaker, “ that at the present time these 
two great nations understand each other 
better than they ever have done since, over 
a century ago, they were separated by the 
blunder of a British government.” | 
- Mr. Chamberlain proceeded to draw «e 
gloomy picture of the situation in China,

in Afghanistan, except that we do not pos- — 


sess an army or a defensive frontier in. 
China, and cannot therefore injure Russia 
without an ally.

t’s Last Story. 
The Head of the Family. By Alphonse 
Daudet. G. P. Putnam’s Sons. — 
. Though French masters of fiction have at- 
tained to a mastery of style that is hardly 
approached by writers in other 4anguages 
it ia astonishing how little there is of per- 
manent value even in the best French nov- 
els. Those authors who make such a great 
noise in the world and who manage to get 
such an unconscionable amount of adver- 
tising donot produce books that one cares 
to read a second time. ‘“‘ Les Miserables 
is a tremendous work, intensely dramatic 
and romantic. It is a work that will last 
because each generation for many gencra- 
tions to come will want to read It once, but 
it would be a weary road to travel twice or 
thrice, for it contains an infinite deal of chaff 
and an infinite deal of unreality. : 
' And there is the great Balzac. What could 
be more disheartening or more disgusting 
than to walk continually in his company. 
He: has not Hugo’s tawdriness and he does 
see character, but a very short acquaintance 
witn him gives quite enough of the society 
of such a cheerless companion. Now, these 
are men whose genius is indisputable and 
whove place in literature is won. When we 
turn to the. modern sechool—or schools, 
rather—there is even less reason for the 
cultivation of close friendships. Not long 
ago we had the sixteenth, or eighteenth, or 
fortieth “‘ great” work from Zola. It is 
great from sheer force, from its workman- 
like construction, from certain vivid de- 
scriptions, It could not have been written 
by a literary tyro. But have its characters 
any value? Are they lifelike within their 
own narrow bounds, and are they fairly 
representative of France and her forty mil- 
lions of people? Then, passing to the ideas, 
are they not the mere exploitation of a 
pompous personality which imagines that 
the world is bowing before it as before an 
oracle? Surely no one would care to read 
“ Paris” a second time. Its vague and filthy 
characters do not beckon us back, and we 
}reathe a prayer of thankfulness after 
escaping from the boredom of its portentous 


ideas. 


In spite of the boasts of the Parisians, it 


4s evident that there is something wrong 
and stunting in the literary atmosphere of 
Paric, and it is a dreadful pity that its blight 
ever fell upon Alphonse Daudet. In read- 
ing his@ast work. “The Head of the Fam- 
ily,” this is a first and an inevitable reflec- 
tion. Here was.a man who ought to have 
been great in the genuine sense of the word, 
but who was ruined by his environment. 


+ He had to listen to that eternal din of theo- 


ries, to seek out and illustrate the filth, as 
all the rest of them were doing—to produce, 
in fine, a “‘ French ” novel. , 

Hence he remained to the last a promise. 
He never did anything to excel his exquisite 
earlier sketches, perhaps nothing to equal 
them. Delobelle and M. Chebe are people 
whom “we like to meet again just as we like 
to renew our acquaintance with Micawber 


and Mrs. Gamp. They were the beginning of 


what bade fair to be a splendid gallery of 


_g@haracters, depicted with inimitable grace 


end fidelity. There is M. Joyeuse, too, in 
“The Nabob.” Nothing could be more de- 
lightful than the one little family picture 
which slightly \diversifies the almost uni- 
formly repulsive features of the novel. But 
notwithstanding the entouraging sign now 
and then, the promise continued to remain 
unfulfilled, and so it remains in this last 
story. 

But theff, too, the charm is felt to the very 
last. There is character delineation here of 
the first order, and the conception of the 
story is excellent. The head of the family, 
one Raymond Eudeline, is 
@saboy. His father has had an exaggerated 
notion of the value of a classical education, 
and has started the youth on the way to 
jJearning only to find that he must'relinquish 
eli his fine schemes because of financial 
difficulties. In his distress over his business 
troubles the unfortunate man commits sui- 
cide, leaving Raymond a parting injunction 
to act as “ the head of the family ”’ should.

coming weary of this life, he took to doing.

again. 

A distressing accident in which he was in- 
volved sickened him of the business not 
long after his return to the old work, and he 
shifted back’ to the West to assume the 
position of a conductor, which he filled with 
such ability, distinguishing himself in par- 
ticular by his nerve in one trying emergency, 
that he was given the superintendency of a 
non-paying branch line @&nd did so well with 
this that further promotion followed as a 
matter of course. 

The various episodes of the narrative are 
somewhat detached and are intended to be 
illustrative of railroad life in general rather 
than to interest one primarily in the person- 
ality of the narrator. It is from this stand- 
point that they must be judged, and the most 
competent judges will be those who are 
thoroughly familiar with the ins and outs of 
railroad life. The peculiar difficulties of the 
various classes of employés are touched upon 
in the descriptions of their ordinary routine, 
their duties, their obligations, and their 
perils, so that a new world is opened up be- 
fore the reader whose experience of railroad- 
ing is limited to his own little personal con- 
cerns in traveling, such as the comforts or 
discomforts of the berth or the dining-car, 
and hjs speculations as to whether he will 
arrive at his destination on time or not. The 
things that will be miost familiar to him are 
the startling things, the stories of runaway 
engines, broken trains, and wrecks, which 
are made more common in literature and the 
newspapers than they are in life. There 
are numerous stories of this sort and they 
are related more asa railroad manthanasa 
literary man would relate them. The effect 
is as if truth were the aim and not fine 
writing. 


Queer Effects of Palestine. 
Hassan: A Fellah. A Romance of Pal- 
estine. By Henry Gilman. 

Let us begin by doing justice to Mr. Gil- 
man. He knows ten times as much about 
Palestine as the rest of us do. He has 
studied its history, past and present, and 
he has studied it on the spot. He has stud- 
led the people, their customs, their habits, 
their character. He knows the ground as 
perfectly as a native. But, again, let us dd 
justice to Mr. Gilman. He.does not know 
how to write romance. When he proceeds 
to frolic on the green after the manner 
of a festive lambkin his learned and ele- 
phantine bull seems incongruous lit- 


tle game. We tote partioularly that love 
and apeerg: | are tremendous pro s for 
him. And How sad it.is when hesgries to 
unravel them. For instance, take thiescene: 
A young Italian comes to Jerus®lém at 
the bidding of his old uncle, a Jew. Be- 
fore seeking this relative he puts up at a 
hotel, and there, at his first meal, he be- 
comes intensely intérested in a young lady 
at the table, with whom he engages in con- 
versation. As he “had a remarkable gift 
in such cases” and ‘‘ seldom failed to im- 
press the s0-called weaker vessels’’ he 
divined at once that the lady’s sympathet- 
ic eyes were seeking his face “‘ with that’ 
peculiar expression he had learned so well 
to know, and in which he thought he could 
hardly be mistaken.’’ Yet in spite of his 
reasonable self-assurance he was not too 
bold. The historian makes that plain in the 
following: 

He had heard her addressed as Mies Warren, 
and her lady friend and companion had called 
her Augusta, therefore he knew her name. But, it 
need scarcely be said, he was by far too weil bred 
not to understand that this would give him no right 
to use it in speaking to her at this stage of their 
acquaintance. 

Scarcely, Mr. Gillman, scarcely, therefore 
why say it? But there are so many things 
that Mr, Gillman might have left unsaid in 
these 600 pages. He might have left out doz- 
ens of definitigns and explanations in such 
cases as this: “ But he considered all such 
sweeping statements must be taken With a 
grain of salt—require qualification.” Is the 
great American public an infant class? Per- 


haps it Is because he thinks that it is that |

A catholic temper demands also that some 
note should be made of the claims of his

They believe that he is 
one of the greatest masters of English 
prose, even though he has committed some 
of the most revolting crimes that were ever 
committed upon the language. 

In all humility it may be said on the other 
side that Mr. Mefedith’s subtleties appear 
in many instances to be strained and arti- 
ficial, and that whatever may be his know!l- 
edge of women or men his offenses, especial- 
ly during his later years, in the development 
of unusual and far-fetched expressions are 
80 great as to entirely eclipse the interest 
in his people. Sacrilegious though it may 
be to assert such a thing, it is none the less 
true that it sometimes seems as if it were 
impossible for him to give a clear and defi- 
nite exposition of his thoughts. 

But for the “ pros’ again, this witnesseth 
that there is also much elegant English in 
Meredith and that there are many evidences 
of the superior acuteness and intelligence 
that are ascribed to him. He is a kind of 
literary Wagner who arouses his worship- 
ers to ecstatic enthusiasm and compels a

The editor has 
avoided the dangerous fault of overloading 
his author with comment and has done his 
work most acceptably. 

Though, as the preface records, the 
splendor of that reputation which dazzled 
Byron’s contemporaries has faded, thd 
period of the reaction against the poet has 
passed, and it is safe te say, for one rea- 
son, if for no uther, that he will regain more 
and more of his departed glory and continue 
to shine among the immortals. Such beauty, 
such splendor, such illuminating power of 
language as he was master of justified the 
admiration of his own times, and must ex- 
cite the admiration of many generations to 
come. Always clear, strong, and intelli- 
gible, as well as graceful and glorious in 
word, tf not in thought and deed, he could. 
not but be a dominating force in literature, 
and it is a relief to turn to him from some 
of our latter day obseurants. He may not 
be good for the young person, but he is a 
blessing to the lover of grand English. — 


Just One Redeeming Trait. | 
The Peacemakers, By John Strange 
Winter. Lippincott. 

Mrs. Stannard’s novels are falling thick 


of battle, and the ammunition is beginning 
to show signs of hasty and indifferent manu- 
facture. 
to overhaul and make a note on such slips 
as “a man of over 60 years old,” and “if 
you were to wish me to receive a sweep ora 
man out of the gutter, I would do it with 
pleasure te give you a moment's happi- 
ness, much less a young man of whom we 
know nothing but good.”’ These are grievous 
offenses in a maker of literature. Think of 
their possible influence upon impression- 
able youth. Think of-a boy “of” under 
20 years old musing on them and then plung- 
ing with the joy of perfect freedom into the 
ruthless production of English as she is 
wrote by the popular novelists of the day. 
But bad as is Mrs. Stannard’s cruelty to 
the language, it is not her only fault. There 
is material in ‘‘ The Peacemakers” for a 
short story; it is strung out to 317 pages. 
This means an intolerable deal of padding. 
There are scenes that have no bearing on the 
main plot, and there are aimless dialogues 
which may be attempts at character delinea-— 
tion, though the supposition is no better than 
a guess. . 
‘However, let us remember Mrs. Gamp’s 
solemn injunction to Mrs. Prig on the sub- 
ject of fairness and proceed accordingly. if 
you begin to read the book you will want to 
read it through. Now, here is the sovereign 
and final test of a story. And that “ The 
Peacemakers” should stand the test in spite 
of the padding and in spite of impossibie 
situations is its justification. We may reject 
the bad English, we may reject the padding, 
we may reject Mr. Gorman and the motives 
which are revealed as an explanation of his 
conduct, but until the revelation is made 
our curiosity is kept alive. This is the lesson 
from the book that impressionable youth 
with literary ambition should take to heart.

TO HELP FORGET CIVIL STRIFE. 


Colonel Allen of Ohio Suggests Now Is 
the Time to Return Trophi 
of ’61-’65. 


Cincinnati, O., May 13.—[Special.]—Minton 
F. Allen, Brevet Colonel of Wilson’s Ohio 
Cavalry during the civil. war, is sending out 
letters to the Northern Grand Army organ- 
izations. asking if it would not berwell to wipe 
out traces of the civil strife of '65 by return- 
ing to survivors of Confederate regiments 
the flags and other trophies taken from them 
during the war and now distributed among 
the State capitals of the North. He says: 

‘*‘Now that General Fitzhugh Lee and 
General Joseph Wheeler, formerly officers 
of high rank in the Confederate army, have 
entered the United States army, with fully 
50,000 ex-Confederates or sons of ex-Confed- 
erates supporting them and upholding our 
flag, and all wearing the union blue, is not 
the time at hand when the last trace of the 


animosities of the far distant past should 


be wiped out? 

reunion of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in Cincinnati next September will 
probably be the last great gathéring of the 
veterans of 1861-1865, as their years are rap- 
idly telling against them. Would not this be

NORMAL CONDITIONS. 


Former Activity of the Speculators in 
Articles Used Extensively in Army 
Supplies and for Commercial Pur- 
poses fs Now Less Pronounced and 
Prices Are in Consequence Assum- 
ing a Level Nearer the Normal—Vol- 
ume of Business Not Heavy.

The drug list, which has recently been 
showing abnormal activity and feverish con- 
ditions under stress of war excitement, is 
getting back into a more natural form. Such 
speculators as made themselves conspicuous 
in early trading in articles contraband of 
war appear now to be more anxious to take 
profits than to make further speculative 
purchases. Prices, however, continue to 
show a little fluctuation. Action on sulphur 


clared contraband, has been held in abey- 
ance. Current quotations on sulphur are 
now 4c, and on brimstone 4%c. Former 
prices were 7c and 7\4c respectively. Chlor- 
ate of potash and potash are contraband, and 
the market in them has been. considerably 
excited owing to efforts of a match company 
to lay in a large stock for use in its busi- 
ness,. but these purchases having been ac- 
complished prices and market conditionsare 
easier. Saltpeter is steadily advancing. 
Small crystals in kegs are quoted at 9c, 
other qualities showing proportionate ad- 
vances... There is every indication that quo- 
tations will soon reach l15c. 

Quinine is firm and unchanged at 30c for 
P. & W.in 100 ounce cans, Glycerin is held 
firm, with manufacturers refusing to enter 
into contracts, owing to large purchases bein 
made by the government for the manufacture o 


Oils are firm, active, and higher, owing to in- 
creased cost cf the crude material from which 
they are made. This applies also to alcohol for 
the same reason, barrel prices now $2.43. 
Other changes are unimportant. Trade is quiet. 
Speculation is on a considerably smaller scale. 
Demands on the wholesaler are restricted to legit- 
imate wants. The feeling in drug trade circles 
fs that prices have reached their lowest point. and 
from now on Will advance, this being particularly 
true of products which .come from the Orient 
through the Straits of Gibraltar. Opium has 
reached.its normal figure, having for a long time 
past been selling below the cost of importation. 


SLOW TRADE IN A PRODUCE WAY.

THE CRISIS ON. 

The crisis for which two continents have 
been waiting with such eager expectation 
-for weeks is apparently at hand. The mys- 
tery that has surrounded the movements 
of the Spanish fleet since it left the Cape | 
Verde Islunds, two weeks ago, has been | 
solved by its discovery in the vicinity of the 
French Island of Martinique, one of the 
Windward Islands, 450 miles southeast of 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, and some 1,500 
miles from Havana, its supposed point of 
destination. The discovery was madc¢ 
Thursday afternoon by the scouting steam- 
ers Yale and Harvard (formerly the fast 
liners City of Paris and St. Paul), and, al- 
though efforts were made immediately to 
communicate the fact to Washington, 
through the unwarrantable interference of 
the French officials its delivery was de- 
layed until yesterday morning. In _ the 
meantime, the Spanish vessels were per- 
mitted to fill their bunkers with coal and 
prepare to continue their voyage, | 

Yesterday’s dispatches fully confirm 
the report of the bombarding of San Juan 
by Admiral Sampson on Thursday, though 
the reports are contradictory as to the re- 
sult—a press report from St. Thomas, in 
the Danish West Indies, stating that the 
town surrendered at 6 p. m. on Thursday, 
while a Madrid dispatch claims that the 
American fleet was repulsed. Admiral 
Sampson’s official report states that he 
made the attack with only a portion of his 
fleet, and that while the batteries of the 
enemy were severely damaged, his loss 
@mounted, to one man killed and seven’ 
wounded, his vessels sustaining no serious 
injury. The indications are that Sampson 
started out to find the Spanish fleet, and that 
he incidentally reduced the fortifications at 
SanJuan, | | 

There seems no reason to doubt that Ad- 
miral Sampson has received information of 
the location of the Spanish fleet and is al- 
ready in motion to meet it. In the mean- 
time Commodore Schley’s flying squadron 
left Hampton Roads yesterday afternoon, 
as supposed, for Havana, and it is believed 
will anticipate the arrival of the Spanish 
at that point and be in a ‘position to aid 
Sampson if needed, The meeting between 
the two hostile fleets may be expected to 
take place today, or if they should miss 
each other, within the next two days at 
‘farthest, when the fiercest naval struggle 
ever ‘witnessed on the Western continent 
will be joined. Spain has ventured its all 
in this conflict, but from the superior skill

It will be remembered that carping Eu- 
ropean ¢ritics have amused themselves dur- 
ing the building of our navy by sneering at 
everything they did not understand in it. 
They said our battleships were overarmed. 
and top-heavy—that they would capsize at 
the first broadside from their own decks— 
that they were cranky and unsafe and gen- 
erally not “comme il faut.” These and 
similar slurs have been repeated so often, 
and even echoed at times in this country, 
until many persons began to wonder wheth- 


them. The battleships have now, them- 
selves replied in a way to silence the 
cavilers as thoroughly as they silenced the 
San Juan batteries, 

The Iowa has four twelve-inch guns and 
twenty-eight smaller guns. ‘The Indiana 
has four thirteen-inch and thirty smaller 
guns. The Iowa alone fired 250 shots, the 
first one being a shell from a big twelve-inch 
gun that took effect. Morro Fort crum- 
bled to ruins in a few minutes. Especially 
in the latter half of the engagement the big 
guns did terrible execution upon the shore 
batteries. There is no longer the slightest 
donbt about the efficacy of the offensive 
armament of our battleships. As to the 
defensive armament, that still remains to 
be tested; but there is no reason to doubt 
»the efficacy either of the lowa’s fourteen- 
inch armor or of the Indiana’s eighteen- 
inch armor, even if the Spanish marksman- 
ship should chance to find them in tlie naval 
engagement that now seems imminent. 
The Spaniards may never get close enough 
to our big battleships to afford a test of 
this matter. 

In the technical questions involved Ad- 
miralSampson’s achievement is quite as in- 
teresting as Admiral Dewey’s, though the 
country will not rest content until he has 
turned his persuasive twelves and thirteens 
loose upon the Spanish fleet. An address 
from their mouths about as long as an ordi- 
nary sermon ought to convert the whole 
armada—to scrap iron.

WANTS A BIG CITY DEBT. | 

Controller Waller is distressed by the in- 
significance of the bonded debt of Chicago. 
It is a contemptible little debt of only 17 
millions, while that of New York is about 
195 millions. The Controller, being a mod- 
est man, does not recommend that this city 
should pile up an indebtedness like that, 
but he thinks that Chicago, in order to 
make a half-way respectable appearance 
among the debt-ridden municipalities of the 
United States, should have bonds out to the 
amount of 30 millions at least. 

He keeps ,out of sight carefully the fact 
that the county, sanitary district, and park 
indebtedness amounts to over 22 million 
dollars. The bonds which represent that 
indebtedness will have to be paid, principal 
and interest, practically by the same people 
who are taxed to pay the interest on the 
municipal debt of 17 millions, so that the 
indebtedness of Chicago actually amounts 
to about 40 millions, or 10 millions more 
than the Contfoller’s 30 millions, 

Mr. Waller does not state how more 
bonds are to be issued. He does not ask for 
a change in the constitution or the laws so 
that more bonds may be sold. He simply 
suggests that it would be an admirable 
idea if bonds to the amount of 13 millions 
could be sold and the preceeds used in mak- 
ing “ permanent improvements.” All such 


improvements, he asserts, should be 
paid or from the proceeds of 
bond sales, “as they benefit not 


only the present but future genera- 
tions, who in justice and equity should 
bear their portion of the expense.” Among 
desirable permanent improvements” he 
mentions bridges, sewers, and water mains. 

The present municipal debt was contract- 
ed partly for the World’s Fair, which “ fut- 
ure generations” will not see. It repre- 
sents partly the deepening of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, which has been al- 
lowed to fill up, so that it does not answer 
the purpose for which it was deepened. 
That debt represents partly bridges which 
have been discarded because too old-fash- 
ioned, water mains which are useless be- 
cause too small, sewers which have to be 
reconstructed, and schoolhouses which are 
no longer fit for use. All these “ improve- 
ments” were called “permanent” when 
they were made, but they were not so, and 
the present generation is paying for ex- 
penditures which do not benefit it. 

The huge bonded debt of New York rep- 
resents in part “improvements ” which are 
of little or no value to the present genera- 
tion, and in part money stolen outright by 
Tammany. It is because there has been 
so much thievery in connection with that’ 
big debt that the Chicago Tammanyites 
are so anxious to have all debt limitations 
removed so they can have some good pick- 


the bulk of the people who are declaring 
continually what a shameful thing it is 
that this city cannot have a big debt. It 
owes as much as its taxpayers want it 
should. They do not find it an easy task 
to take care of the existing indebtedness. 
If the municipal authorities were author- 
ized to: sell bonds to the amount of thirteen 
millions they would be sold forthwith and 
the money expended promptly—and waste- 
fully. The people would get some tempo- 
rary improvements, contractors would make 
excessive profits, and some unscrupulous 
politicians would enrich themselves. When 
the time came to pay off the bonds the im- 
provements would be valueless.

SARY BILL. removing all disabilities 
imposed by the fourteenth 
amendment upon persons on account of hav- 
ing been engaged in rebellion against the 
United States. That amendment provides 
that no person shall hold any civil or mili- 
tary office under the United States or any 
State, who, “having previously taken an 
oath as a member of Congress or as an offi- 
cer of the United States, or as a member of 
any State Legislature, or as an executive or 
judicial officer of any State to support the 
constitution of the United States, shall have 
engaged in insurrection or rebellion agains* 
the same. But Congress may by 4 vote of 
two thirds of each House remove such dis- 
ability.” The Senate, understanding that 
the object of the bill was to enable Generals 
Lee and Wheeler and perhaps other ex-Con- 
federates to hold military offices under the 
United States, passed the bill at once. This 
action was well meant, but it was unneces- 
sary. Senator Stewart and his colleagues 
forgot that two years ago Congress repealed 
the statutes which prevented ex-Confeder- 
ates from serving in the army and navy. 
The civil disabilities of the men who took 
part in the rebellion were removed years 
ago. The present generation does not know 
that for a time most of the men who had 
been most prominent in the civil and mili- 
tary service of the Confederacy could not 
hold either Federal or State offices.

Russia Not -faction over the statement 
UNFRIENDLY. of General George Williams 
of Washington City, who 
has recently returned from a visit to Russia, 
that ‘“‘ educated persons in Russia thorough- 
ly sympathize with the United States in the 
war against Spain."””’ While Americans can- 
not recognize the right of Russia to interfere 
with a controversy in which it has no inter- 
est, they remember with gratitude the friend- 
ship of the Russian government for the 
United States during our civil war, and have 
neglected no opportunity to manifest their 
appreciation therefor.

How a Ten-Inch Shell Is Made—Every 
Step in the Intricate Process ' 
Deseribed. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 11.--The complete 
story of the manufacture of one of the big 
battleship projectiles haa always been hard 
to obtain. The Firth-Sterling projectile 
works at Demmiler, hear Pittsburg, are 
barred to an outsider, only representatives 
of the government and officials of the com- 
pany having access to ail the departments. 
Even the workmen of one department are 
forbidden to enter another. . Here is the his- 
tory of the making of a ten-inch shell: 

In the casting shop molten steel is cast ina 
solid piece about 12% !nches in diameter. 
From the cesting shop it goes to the forge 
room, where, after being reheated, it is ham- 
méred down to 10% inches, being consider- 
ably elongated in the process. It is then 
conveyed to the machine shop and placed 
in a specially constructed lathe. The base 
of the projectile is inserted In the lathe 
* chuck,” and the conical end is swung from 
the lathe center. A “ roughing ” cut is then 
— ever the shell, the shell itself is pointed, 
and then receivés a finishing cut. 

The only parts of the shell that bear 
against the rified surface of the gun is the 
larger part of the eonical end and the surface 
of-a copper ring that encircles the projectile 
near its base, The copper is quite soft, so 
it does not injure the rifling. After the fin- 
ishing cut is given to the projectile, the 
diamcter of the largest part of the cone is 
10 5-100 inches, and that of the cylinder, 
which is the bédy of the projectile extending 
back from the cone, js 9 90-100 inches. = 

The workmen now apply the “* band score, 
which is a groove cut for the reception of the 
soft copper band. For a 10-inch projectile 
‘the groove is 14 inches wide at the bottom 
and inch deep. The groove is wider at the 
so that the copper 
band retains its position after it has been 
placed in the groove and pounded down until 
the copper swells out and fills the ‘groove, 
thus taking a flange hold on the under side. 

Then the “ extracting score”’ iscut. This 
presents sectionally a view like the letter V, 
with the letter lying on one side and the con- 
verging lines pointing to the base of the 
shell. This groove is made to permit a tool 
to be fastened to the shell when it is de- 
sired to withdraw it from the gun. The shell 
is put in the cutting-off machine, where the 
surplus length is taken off.. The next move 
is the boring of a five-inch hole in the base 
to a depth of fourteen Inches. 

In the process of hardening the shell is sus- 
pended point downward, in a receptacle filied 
with molten lead; and is allowed to settle un- 
til the hot metal rises’ above the cone 
base. At first the temperature of the lead 
is 500°, but is increased gradually to 1,300) 
The work of heating requires four hours, 
when the shell is withdrawn from the bath 
and sprayed with water to give it a hard ex- 
terior. It. is then plunged into a bath com- 
posed of secret ingredients, and when with- 
drawn it is cooled with a jet of water. 

The projecti#® goes again to-the machine 
shop, the hole in the base is widened half an 
inch, and the depth is increased two Inches. 
The hole ts “ threaded” a few inches and a 
screw plug isinserted. The grinding room is 
the next destination, and here the extreme 
diameter of the cone is ground down to 10 


been fitted to the tip of the projectile, on the 
theory that when the sheli strikes the ar- 
mored side of a battleship the soft steel pre- 
serves the point of the projectile-without in- 
terfering with its penetrating power, the 
shell is finished as far as the: Firth-Sterling 
company is concerned. It is exactly 27% 
inches long. After It has been received at 
some United States arsenal it is filled with 
an explosive compound .and.is ready for its 
work of destruction, 

All large projectiles, from the 6-inch size 
up, are made-as described, The machinery 
at the Demmler plant consists of twelve 
lathes, four boring mills, two cuttirg-off 
macbines, two tool lathes, two chasing ma- 
chines, one grinding and one centering ma- 
chine. This equipment is being reinforced, 
as the company has enough work on hand 
for the government and foreign countries to 
keep the plant busy for two years.—New 
York Sun.

The first thing that an honest and capable 
government does upon declaring or accept- 
ing war is to provide the money to carry it 
on. Our Congress by practically a unanimous 
vote adopted a declaration of war on the 
23d of April. Its first business should have 
been to provide the *‘ sinews of war.’’ The 
House, in which revenue bills must orig- 
inate, promptly passed on April 29 a bill 
levying war taxes believed to be adequate— 
chiefly on evidences of instruments of wealth 
and on luxuries and indulgences—and also 
authorizing the government to borrow 
money through a popular loan. | 

The Senate committee has now spent 
nearly two weeks in tearing this bill to pieces 
and substituting a “thing of shreds and 
patches,” of fads and follies of its own. 
With dilatoriness copied from the Spaniards 
whom we are fighting on borrowed money, it 
has kept saying ** tomorrow.” 

Meanwhile the current revenues of the 
government are running behind even the 
ordinary expenses. The war is costing near- 
ly $1,000,000 a day. And the last dollar of 
the inherited surplus honestly available for 
war expensés will soon be spent.

Foreign Military News and Novelties, 


Russia is experimenting with giant searchlights 
mounted in balloons and containing electric 
burners connected with dynamos upon the ground 
The largest of these yet reported is of 5,00 
candle power.

The German pioneers carry with them a@ col-- 
lapsible boat-wagon, containing a sailing boat. 
dissected and compactly stored away so as t 
be fitted together and fully rigged at a moment's 
notice on reaching a body of water. 

Experiments are being made in the Russian 
army with tall observation towers, which may . 
be readily unjointed and distributed among the 
men during a march. In their drills with these 
sqtade of sixty men can erect complete structures 
in twenty minutes. When not supplied withthe 
pieces already made they can, by chopping down 
a few trees and properly cutting them, put upa 
tower of almost the same kind in half an hour. 


The Prussians now have an excellent system of 
military cbservation balloons, whereby the ap-* 
proach of an enemy by sea or land may be seen 
from great distances. A camera hanging from 
oné balloon has a telescope objective lens, which 
makes the snap shots wonderfully clear and 
distinct when the balloon is far out of reach of 
guns. The exposure being made, the negative 
is placed into a small elevator and let down thé 
cable. After the printing has been accomplished 
the photograph is rapidly traced into the form of 
a war map. 

The Austrians have recently adopted for thelr 
army a shelter tent which, when not. pitched, ss 
separated into pieces cut to fold over and form 
storm coats for the soldiers. The material is a 
Vight, strong, waterproof linen, bound along the 
edges with wide braid and provided with cords 
which serve the double purpose of fastening either ~ 
the tent or coat. Upon halting for the night the 
soldiers remove or unpack their coats In pairs, tle 
them together, and form the tent upon their two 
rifles, which, with bayonets fixed, are stuck into 
the ground to form tent poles. 

The officer in chargé of the military swimming 
school, Vienna, has invented various styles of in- 
fiated balloons for floating both men and horses 
across a river, a pair to be fastened to beits 
round the waists of the men and to the Harness of 
the horses. When not in use the alr & ex- 
hausted, and they take up little room in the field 
kit. The Austrian army lately adopted floating 
foot bridges about fifty yards long by one wide. 
On the march these are disjointed, the parts being 
equally distributeq,among the soldiers. In use 
each end of a bridge rests upon a folding boat of 
canvas. A chain of such bridges may be ra 
formed on reaching a wide river.

. In the party of five which invaded Cuba 

‘ gnore than a week ago, saw General Gomez, 
and brought back to America the first in- 
terviews with the stanch old commander 
efter the war began, Chicago was equally 
well represented. Henry J. Whigham, spe- 
celal correspondent of THe TRIBUNE, was 
of the party, about the safety of which at 
one time there was much alarm, Major 
William D. Smith, who led the party, lives 
in Chicago, and an anxious family here 
waited for news from‘him. Henry N. Cary, 

_ in charge of the dispatch boat Triton, which 
took the party to the Cuban shore, was 
Yormerly a Chicago newspaper man and is 
well known here. Francis Nichols, also a 
member of the party which visited Gomez, 
‘was born in Fvanston and has lived most 
of his life in Chicago. His parents are now 
residing in Evanston. 

These men’s doings are of espectal irter- 
est here because they are linked to Chicago. 
Major Smith, whom the Spaniards were said 

to have behedded, is still much alive, as 


are all the rest. 


Major Smith Still Alive. 


Major Smith’s wife lives at 50 North Fran- 
cisco street. 
‘Thursday that the Major was not beheaded 
by the Spaniards, as rumor had it. It came 
in the form of.a brief telegram from him 
dated at Tampa Bay. At the same timea- 
longer message from him to THe TRIBUNE 
was carried to Mrs. Smith by a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE. 

“The message was a great relief,’’ Mrs. 

‘Smith said, “though I never believed that 
harm had overtaken my husband. Of course 
since THE TRIBUNE'S correspondent reported 
the party safely returned we have been re- 
lieved of most of our worry.” 

Major Smith was born on a farm in Addison 
County, Vt., on Feb. 29, 1856. His parents 
now live at Mount Sterling, Wis. He studied 
law in the office of ag da Grandy at Ver- 
gennes, Vt., and was admitted to the bar, 
but instead of starting a practice of hisown 
went to Brockport, N. Y., and when his fam- 
ily heard of him next he was a private in the 

“United States army. From 1881 to 1887 he 
served in the Indian country of the South- 
west and the Northwest. Leaving the army, 
he went to Rochester, N. Y.. and two years 
later went to Leipsic, O., where he married 
Miss Addie L. Cole. The following year he 
became a resident of Chicago, entering into 
business as a real estate dealer on the West 
Side. In the winter of 1395 he went to Cuba, 
‘where he was attached to the stafff General 
Gomez. His rank was that of Captain, but 
he was later elevated to that of Major. He 
has been repeatedly in action, and his brav- 
ery became conspicuous. 


Henry James Whigham. 


Henry James Whigham,*who has just re- i 


turned to Key West from his dangerous trip 
into Cuba, is 28 years old. He was born in 

_ Prestwick, Ayrshire, Scotland. After fin:sh- 
ing a four-year course at Oxford he went to 
India with an idea of securing some educa- 
tional position, But he became dissatisfied 

, and returned to England and later a chance 
was offered him to come to America in con- 
nection with university extension move- 
aments. He spent the winter of 1895-'9¢ in 
Iowa and Nebraska lecturing on the history 
‘of English literature. He came to Chicago 
in 1896 and lectured at Lake Forest Univer- 
sity on political economy and about the same 
time became installed as THz TRIBUNE’s 
dramatic critic. 

He is an expert golf player and was twice 
the winner of United States championships. 
He has written many magazine articles on 
the game and this spring published a book, 
“ How to Play Golf,”” which has been well 
received by experts. 


John Tinney McCutcheon. 


John Tinney McCutcheon was born in La- 
fayette, Ind., where he received his com- 
mon school education.

SPALDING OFF TO JOLIET. 


FORMER BANKER TO GO TO PENI- 
TENTIARY THIS MORNING. 
Will Start at 8 O’Cleck in Charge of 
Assistant Jailor Chapman — Pre- 
pares a Statement for the Receiver 
of the Globe Savings and Takes 
Leave of Miss Ervin—Says the Dis- 
grace, Not the Confinement, Is What

Spalding, who before night

life for a conyict-uniform allotted him by 


Warden McClaughry of the Joliet Peniten- 
tiary, had a farewefl interview yesterday 
afternoon with Miss. Louise Ervin, the wom- 
an who has been credited with a large share 
in the causes of his trouble and the wreck of 
the Globe Savings Bank, and who since his 
jail confinement began has visited him al- 
most daily. 

The parting was affecting, though neither 
the young woman nor the sentenced banker 
broke down utterly. Jail attachés believed 
that they tried to buoy each other up with 
expressions of hope for the day when the 

rison doors will open to let the former bank 

esident come forth a free man. During 
all the months Spalding has been in jail his 
name never has ceased to be connected with 


that of Miss Ervin. He never has tried to | 


lessen the rumors, but on the contrary has 
allowed the understanding that he still in- 
tended to marry the young woman to pre- 
vail. At the e his wife secured a divorce 
it was said ut the jail that the wedding 
might take place while Spalding was still 
behind the bars. 

Spalding would have been taken to Joliet 
during the day, but pleaded for time to finish 
his business. After a talk-with him in his 
cell on Thursday night the jailer agreed to 
postpone the departure until today. After 
three hours’ work he announced that he had 
completed a full statement to the receiver of 
the Globe Savings Bank. Spalding’s physi- 


cal condition is better than it has been at | 


any time since his incarceration in the jail. 

Since he learned that his commitment to 
Joliet was ordered, he has become almost 
morose. Until the order came he remained 
confident that his attorneys would get his 
ease taken to the United States Supreme 
Court. He has eontinued to maintain his 
innocence, and insisted that the stigma of 
penitentiary imprisonment was what he 
could not bear. He said he did not mind the 


- prospect of confinement. 


@n occasions he has inveighed against 
Judge Horton, whom he blamed for his con- 
viction. When he has not been talking he 
has been writing. Except for the time for his 
meals and for his interview with Miss Ervin 
he wrote from early morning until late last 
night.
